I had a good time listening 
to Grief distance, as it's quite minimalistic, 
instrumental and nearly beatless, I surprised my 
self singing imaginary chorales on the most bare 
tracks.

Her face among the shadows is a collection of 
dark ambient works recorded by the Swedish 
Objekt4 between 2004 and 2006 which he 
released through Czech label Ravenheart. The 8 
tracks of this album are quite diverse and contain 
more or less drums but most of the time there are 
none. The sounds are very relaxing and usually 
suggest a kind of contemplative thinking, they 
are dark in a way that stirs up the curiosity 
instead of creating an aggressive or ominous 
state. In certain tracks, as in the first track more 
or less abstract beats invade the emotional output 
pulling it to higher peaks. Interesting 
soundscapes, also available in 5.1 format.

This is the release of Audiotong netlabel of the 
performance of the two artists Emiter and 
Arszyn. Their set is divided into 3 tracks of 
respectively 17, 10 and 6 minutes. It basically 
consists of mutiple layers of noise assembled 
together to create soundscapes that merges 
artificial looped sounds producing insect-like 
noises. Some random voice interventions, mostly 
small cuts, form an alternative mood in addition 
to others blips. The feel is very changing through 
the tracks affected by the delicate sounds getting 
it from natural to industrial.

Solitude is the name of this magnific release and 
its opening track which directly drops into harsh 
beats covering the ambient background layer 
which is liberated here and there creating a 
pleasant contrast and giving the music an 
agreeable dynamic. The tendency is to diminish 
the harshness and to extrude the calmness from 
the background gradually throughout the tracks. 
Tlahlok put the emphasis on this formula and I 
can say it's a very effective one. Through taking 
the beats and the soundscapes back and forth the 
artist puts strange atmosphere changes in place.

Earsheltering puts out a mad, frantic release this 
time. It's a completly deranged glitch set that 
have produced Zoogoo. It literally jumps from 
one subject to another nonstop, not one silent 
moment, creating humorous situation sometimes 
when unexpected sounds splash into the 
composition. As it has apparently been 
performed live, I imagine the reactions of the 
people listening to it, their movements, their 
feedback. As I said it's quite unusual but it's 
musical and perfectly arranged even if it's fast 
paced and ever changing.
